Junolltb, from 7 ia tbo morning 
to 7 in tho evening, 1,001,000 odd gallons 
of water were pumped, and from 7 in the 
evening to 7 the next morning 7712,310 
gallons were pumped. Tho total con- 
sumption in the twenty-four hours end- 
ing at 7 o'clock thia morning waa 1,833,- 
370 gallons. Tbe supply o£ water run no 
low tbat there was only two and a half 
feet of water in tbe pumping pite, and the 
pressure kid, to b8 JoWtfei to tairty-five 
pounds."
